EdncaUon  Bill  KUIed 
ELIZABETHTOWN,  Ky— The 
General  Association  of  Baptists 
in  Kentucky,  after  a  day-long 
discussion  and  debate  among 
messengers,  rejected  a  proposed 
new  program  of  Christian  high¬ 
er  education. 

The  action,  in  effect,  reaf¬ 
firmed  the  status  quo.  Kentucky 
association  operates  seven 
schools,  including  one  senior 
college,  three  junior  colleges, 
two  academies,  and  a  Bible 
school  A  junior  college  in 
Louisville  will  open  in  1900  as 
a  branch  of  the  senior  college. 

U.  S.  Aid  Voted 
DURHAM,  N.  C. — ^Acceptance 
of  federal  grants  under  certain 
condltiona  by  Southern  Baptist 
institutions  and  agencies  in  the 
state  was  approved  by  the  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Convention  at 
Its  annual  meeting  here. 

The  action  came  when  the 
eonvention  accepted  a  report 
made  by  a  Committee  of  25  af¬ 
ter  a  year-long  study  of  Church- 
State  relations. 

Sfedcter  enforcement  of  con¬ 
duct  regulations  on  Southern 
Baptist  college  campuses  in  the 
state  was  urged  in  a  report  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  Convention. 

An  attempt  by  Dr.  James  Bull- 
man  of  East  Spencer,  to  raise 
the  local  church  autonomy  issue 
on  the  floor  of  the  Convention 
here  was  voted  down  overwhel¬ 
mingly  by  the  delegates. 

Actions  of  the  Convention  are 
not  binding  on  trustees  of  its 
institutions,  declared  a  report 
adopted  by  the  convention.  The 
report  stressed,  howevec,.  that 
trustees  "are  morally  obligated” 
to  carry  out  their  functions  with- 1 
in  the  purposes,  principles  and; 
policies  of  the  convention.

ATLANTA  —  Georgia  Baptist 
Convention  voted  to  adhere  to 
the  “established  principle  of 
separation  of  church  and  state" 
but  rejected  an  amendment  call¬ 
ing  on  Baptists  not  to  vote  for 
a  Roman  Catholic  Presidential 
candidate.

B.\rriSTS  GIVE  BIG  CHEESE 
TO  PRESIDENT  JEFFERSON 


WASHINGTON,  D.  C.,  No¬ 
vember,  1801  —  (BP)  —  A  mam¬ 
moth  cheese,  made  by  the  wo¬ 
men  of  a  Massachusetts  Bap¬ 
tist  church  and  presented  to 
President  Thomas  Jefferson, 
has  created  a  furor  in  the  capi- 
tol. 

It  is  reported  that  the  cheese, 
which  weighed  nine  hundred 
pounds  when  it  came  from  the 
press,  required  some  fourteen 
hundred  pounds  of  curd.  It  was 
made  by  members  of  the  Ches¬ 
hire,  Massachusetts,  Baptist 
Church. 

The  good  women  of  the 
church  sent  the  cheese  to  the 
President  by  John  Leland,  pas¬ 
tor  of  the  (Theshire  church  and 
formerly  of  Virginia.  Leland 


and  Jefferson  are  old  friends. 

»0«  Pound  Gift 
The  cheese  was  presented  to 
Jefferson  by  Leland  as  an  in¬ 
auguration  gift.  Jefferson  was 
elected  to  the  presidency  by  a 
vote  of  the  House  of  Represen¬ 
tatives  following  a  tie  in  the 
electoral  vote.  Both  Jefferson 
and  Aaron  Burr  received  sev¬ 
enty-three  electoral  votes. 

Some  of  Jefferson’s  oppon¬ 
ents  have  used  the  cheese  as 
the  subject  of  barbed  witticisms 
and  jingles,  but  the  President 
obviously  was  m*uch  pleased 
with  the  gift.  Most  observers 
agree  that  the  gesture  of  the 
Baptist  ladies  is  in  extreme 
“good  taste." 

Although  Jefferson  is  not  a 
Baptist,  he  ha*  held  the  admira¬ 
tion  of  that  body  for  many 
years.  It  was  Jefferson  who 
drew  up  “an  Act  to  Establiah 
Religious  Freedom”  in  Virginia 
in  1785  which  freed  Baptists 
from  persecution  of  the  estab¬ 
lished  church  in  that  state.

Jesus’  Teachings  By  Parable 


Is  President 
Texas  Conventimi 


By  Dr.  L.  Bracey  Oampbell 

Scripture  texts:  Mark  4:1-34; 
Matt.  13:10-17. 

INTRODUCTION.  Last  week 
we  were  with  our  Savior  as  he 
performed  numerous  miracles 
of  healing  and  intensified  the 
growing  opposition  toward  him 
by  performing  many  of  them 
upon  the  Sabbath  Day.  Last  of 
all,  we  had  the  incident  of  the 
disciples  on  their  way  to  syna¬ 
gogue  worship  on  Sabbath  morn¬ 
ing,  presumably  before  they  had 
their  breakfast,  the  presump¬ 
tion  being  upon  the  fact  that,  as 
they  walked  along  a  path  that 
led  through  a  grain  field  they 
plucked  some  of  the  heads  of 
grain,  husked  them  by  rubbing 
them  in  their  hands,  and  ate  the 
grains. 

* 

They  were  guilty,  thereby,  of 
violating  the  Jewish  institution 
of  the  Sabbath.  And  remember 
that  they  were  guilty  of  this 
violation,  but,  the  Lord  Jesus 
justified  them  in  this  action  by 
substituting  for  the  written  law. 


a  principle  of  conduct  which  He 
considered  of  superior  value 
and  binding  obligation  to  that 
which  was  written;  to  this  end 
that  no  merely  ceremonial  law 
must  stand  in  the  face  of  human 
need. 

Wherever  there  is  a  need  that 
clamors  for  relief,  the  Sabbath 
law  must  give  way  to  it.  His 
principle  was  that,  when  human 
need  clashed  with  the  Sabbath 
laws,  keep  as  close  to  the  need 
of  the  needy  as  possible,  where¬ 
as,  the  Jewish  practice  was  that, 
when  the  law  and  human  need 
the  practice  should  be 


parable  which  He  spoke,  our 
Lord  had  one  and  only  one,  pri¬ 
mary  truth,  which  He  was  striv- 
In  the  case 


ing  to  drive  home, 
of  this  parable  of  the  sower, 
this  one  paramount  truth  is 
that  heArers  of  the  word  are  of 
dlffereift  classes,  dividing  ac¬ 
cording  to  their  ability  and 
readiness  to  receive  the  truth. 

What  then  are  we  to  do  with 
the  draperies  of  the  parable? 
What,  for  instance,  are  we  to 
say  concerning  the  meaning  of 
the  fowls  that  devoured  the 
grain  that  the  sower  scattered 
by  the  wayside?  What  do  the 
fowls  signify?  I  think  I  can  tell 
you  that.  They  signified  fowls. 
Let  us  note,  in  brief,  the  main 
truths  of  the  parable. 

I.  THE  WAYSIDE  HEARERS. 
“Some  fell  by  the  wayside.”  The 
wayside  is  the  beaten  path  and  I 
in  this  parable  means  the  hear¬ 
ers,  whose  minds  are  adamant 
against  the  incoming,  abiding, 
and  burgeoning  of  the  truth.  It 
simply  finds  no  place  of  lodg¬ 
ing  because  the  mind,  against 
when  it  impinges,  is  impervi¬ 
ous  to  it. 

That  there  is  such  a  class  of 
hearers  in  the  world  about  us, 
there  is  not  the  slightest  doubt. 
You  have  heard  some  of  them 
referred  to  as  being,  "gospel 
hardened.”  They  hear  with  ears

In  1623  a  prolonged  drought  threatened  failure  of  the 
crops  at  Plymouth.  This  with  other  sutterings,  led  our  Pil¬ 
grim  fathers  to  call  a  day  of  fasting  and  prayer  to  God.  The 
next  morning  began  showers  which  refreshed  the  earth  and 
saved  the  crops.

Rapeat- 
ed  attacks  of  malaria,  then  dy¬ 
sentery,  had  wrecked  hia  health. 
He  staggered  into  Loanda,  a 
Portuguese  costal  town,  more 
dead  than  aliva.  It  happened 
that  there  were  two  British 
■hips  In  the  harbor  and  the 
captains  of  both  of  them  of¬ 
fered  him  Immedfate  passage 
home.  It  would  have  been  a 
ralaUvely  ttort  voyage  from 
Loando.
